4 crop failures ... new 
buildings . . . visits . . . appear- 
ances in court . . . all these are 
standard news items in every 
newspaper. 
A good newspaper -will go far- 


ther. It will chronicle the dreams 
and defeats of the community and 
its members. It won't wait for 
elected authorities to uncover and 
attack official wrongdoing. If it dis- 
covers wrongdoing, it will carry for 
remedy itself 


A good newspaper will reflect 


its community as it is, good or 
bad. 
It is the community con- 


science.

stand its newspaper. It raiely 
appreciates the drudgery of news- 
paper work.

attack. 


The 7 a m (MST) bulletin from 


Fitzsimons Army Hospital came as 
an air of cautious optimism con- 
tinued to prevail around the Pres- 
ident's bedside. 


The latest medical report said: 
"The President had an excellent 


night. 


"He slept soundly from 9.15p.m. 


to 6:45 am. 


"His condition continues to pro- 


gress satisfactorily without compli- 
cations." 


Still Vigilant 


There was no letup whatsoever 


in the physician's around-the-clock 
vigilance, because the crucial two- 
week danger period after a heart 
attack won't be up until Saturday 
Any complications, 
the doctors 


lave warned repeatedly, are like- 
ly to occur during those first 14 
days. 


But the Eisenhower family and 


relations are beginning to rela\ a 
bit. 


Tuesday night's medical bulletin 


said: 


"The President had another good 


day. His condition continues to be 
satisfactory without complica- 
tions." 


Mrs. Eisenhower took in a mo- 


ion picture Tuesday night at the 
Fitzsimons Army Hsopital auditor- 
um. It was her first real relaxa- 
ion since she moved into a room 
across the hall from the President 
a few hours after he was hospital- 
zed Sept. 24.

Morocco Fighting Threatens 
Downfall of French Premier 


3 French 
Outposts 
Threatened 


Cabinet Shaky as 
Nationalists Push 
For More Self-Rule 
RABAT, French Morocco 


UP) — Moroccan nationalists 
stabbed at hard-pressec 
French forces today in relent- 
less guerrilla attacks for the 
fifth successive day in the 
rugged Riff mountains. The 
fighting echoed all the way to 
Paris, jeopardizing Premier 
Edgar Faure's coalition gov- 
ernment. 


A top nationalist leader, Moham 


med Lyazidi, warned the resuig- 
ence of terrorism "is bound to get 
worse" if the French do not speed 
heir plan for Moroccan reforms. 
There were indications Faure's 
program might be delayed even 
.onger or possibly scrapped. 


Lyazidi icferred to agreements 


nammered out by the French and 
nationalists which include granting 
of much moie self-rule to the pio- 
tectorate 


VJsits Attack Area 


Meanwhile, Gen Pierre Boyer 


de Latour du Moulin, new French 
resident general, left Rabat for 
.Fez to tour the^area under rebel 
attack. 


Reports from the aiea v.ere still 


sketchy, but the worst fighting ap 
peared to be concentiated about 
70 miles noi-theast of Fez and with- 
in a few miles of the Spanish 
"Moroccan border, in the Pki£f range. 


Three French military outposts 


were reported surrounded by reb- 
els. They were Boured. 6 miles 
south of the Spanish protectorate 
ine: Tizi Ouzli. 20 miles east of 
Boured and 5 miles from the bor- 
der; and Aknoul. a military post 
and village of about 300 residents 
betv.een Taza and the frontier. 


Legionnaires Stopped 


Rebels pushed back a column of 
'oreign Legionnanes trying to re- 
icve Aknoul. Two squaidons of na- 
tive tioops — Spahis and Goumieis 
—defended the post, as French 
:ivihans stood by to help. Officials 
said the relief column lost two 
;illed and seven wounded. ^Jfine 
ebel corpses were found, and 20 
ebels -were captured 
Foreign Legionnaires supported 


iv planes vere trying to reach 
the beleaguered posts, but heavy 
auis in the mountains and auto- 
matic "weapon fire from tne rebels 
lowed the operation, semiofficial 
'rench sources said.

NEW CASTLE, Ind. UP)— 


A shouting, shooting mob of 
5,000 sympathy demonstra- 
tors marched on the struck 
Perfect Circle Corp. foundry 
today, and eight persons were 
shot in a pitched battle.

going into the little plant to bring 
out the nonstnkers as they swarm- 
ed onto the plant parking lot in a 
steady rain But officials of th« 
staking CIO United Auto Workers 
said they knew nothing of such a 
a plan 


35 Fixed 


The demonstration was blamed 


on the filing Tuesday of 35 work- 
ers largely because of a picket line 
disorder eight days ago when 55 
pickets were arrested. 


A foice of 150 state police was 


assembled in Memorial Park, four 
miles from the foundiy, after ap- 
peals from both union and state 
police failed to disperse the mob. 


Lt Gov Harold W. Handley left 


Indianapolis to look over the situa- 
tion personally saying he would 
call out National Guard units only 
as a last resort. 


The wounded in the shooting; 


stoning attack on the plant includ- 
ed three nonstnkers inside th« 
plant and five demonstrators out- 
side 


None of them was believed, seri- 


ously wounded. 


Don Ballard, UAW regional pub- 


licity director, said he saw non- 
strikers firing on the crowd from 
an upstairs'doorwayr BaUard said 
he saw no shooting: by the city

The purpose of this plant food 


tour will be to give you an oppor- 
tunity to see the plots and hear ex- 
plained the results, as far as pos- 
sible, of the various rates of ap- 
plication of nitrogen and plant food 
applciations. On the nitrogen plots, 
50, 100 and 150 pounds of elemental; 
nitrogen was applied per acre. At 
each of these plots we left check 
strips so 'that we will be' able to 
tell the actual value of these appli- 
cations. In addition, we are anx- 
ious to observe how accurate the 
nitrogen test from adjoining soil 
testing laboratories' proved to be. 


Soil samples were taken from 


these plots early in the spring, 
forwarded to the University of 
Illinois where they were divided 
up and sent to other, mldwesteni 
laboratories to determine the 
need for nitrogen 
application. 


This information will be of tre- 
mendous value in. determining • 
how rapid Illinois will go to test- 
ing for nitrogen, 
One of the questions that usual- 


ly'comes up regarding plant food 
—Is it true that once you start 
using fertilizers you will have- to 
keep using them? No, this is not 
true. You can stop using fertilizers 
any time you want to let yields de- 
cline to their former levels or even 
lower. But if vou want yields to

continue at higher levels you ^s^ll 
have to continue using fertilizers 
which pushes these yields up to 
these higher levels in the first 
place. Some believe this only ap- 
plies to mixed or soluble goods, 
but limestone and rock phosphate 
have to be used continuously as 
often as the soil test requires. 


Is it possible to stockpile plant 


food in the soil? Phosphates, either 
rock or soluble, can be stockpiled 
in reasonable amounts if you can 
justify it. The soil will hold them 
against loss and even the third 
generation will benefit if still on 
the farm. Potash can be stockpiled 
on all but the sandy soils but it is 
entirely uneconomical and im- 
practical to do so. Nitrogen is 
stockpiled when soil humus is in- 
creased. However, it is not avail- 
able until th» soil humus is again 
decomposed. 


Use nitrogen in amount* ade- 


quate lor high yields but do not 
consider building up soil organic 
matter just lor the sake ol add- 
ing nitrogen, and do not stock- 
pile limestone. Use only what is 
needed. An excessive amount ot" 
limestone 
will prevent other 


plant food nutrients from becom- 
ing available to the crops.

Will Charge Fee 
For Second Trip 
To Inspect Wheat 


Wheat growers should be aware 


of a change in policy with regard 
to farm inspections under the 1956 
Wheat Allotment and Marketing 
Quota Program, the Lee County 
ASC Committee said today. 


Beginning with the :1956 program, 


a fee will be charged for second 
inspections where required to de- 
termine final acreages. This new 
rule will have greatest application 
to cases where farmers decide to 
reduce their original plantings by 
utilizing a portion of the acreage 
as hay, pasture, silage, or green 
manure, before it matures. 


This utilization normally takes 


place after the first inspection is 
made. Therefore, a further trip to 
the farm is required, if the pro- 
ducer wants to receive credit for 
he acreage so reduced. It is for 
this second inspection that a charge 
vill be made, 'beginning 'with the 
1956 crop. 
' This policy now places the wheat 
grower on the same basis >viUv 
he corn, cotton, or other allotment 
crop farmer, inasmuch as these 
producers have previously been 
paying a charge for reinspection's. 
An exception to the charge is made 
-.vhen a. major error is "found in 
die original determination. 


All wheat growers should keep 


this change in~ mind at the time of 
wheat "seeding.

A request comes from Mrs. L.

This is not easy to do- but since 


physicians make the diagnosis of 
fibrositis rather frequently per- 
haps some 'general remarks will 
be in order. 
Perhaps the best ivay-ot describe 


fibrositis is to call it a kind of 
rhuumatism .'which attacks the soft 
tissues such as the muscles and 
ligaments and others lying under 
the skin more 
than the joints 


themselves as is the case in ar- 
thritis. 
It probably cannot be consider- 


ed a single disease, however, since 
sometimes it hits only certain 
T«arls of the body and at other 
times it is spread over wide areas. 
The most frequent symptoms are 
pain and aching, soreness when 
She affected part is moved, and 
stiffness.

Fibrosilis may start suddenly

Also, in this tribute, 
Lovestone was invited to place 
prominently before the public a 
denial of the charge of Spencer 
Miller and John P. Frey. president 
emeritus of the metal trades de- 
partment of the' AF of L. that he 
has enjoyed the secret power of 
appointment of "labor attaches." 


"That is nonsense." Lovestone 


replied. "It's too silly for words. 
I've never handled any State De- 
partment jobs." 


This is supposed to refute for 


good and all the testimony given 
by Miller, whom Ike fired from 
his job of assistant secretary of 
labor for foreign affairs, and of 
Frey, that Lovestone actually does 
appoint such key political agents 
and has appointed some bad ones. 
Miller was canned for opposing 
Lovestone's machinations. 


This particular article in one 


vital point runs counter to data 
dug- up by official investigators of 
the House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. That is the ques- 
tion of the time and plac« of Love- 
stone's birth. There has always 
been mystery about this, even in 
the union movement which re- 
gards him as a mysterious individ- 
ual. 


This writer wrote in these three 


papers, at least: 


"Lovestone was born near 


Kingston. N. Y-, on Christmas eve, 
1898. 
and was brought to New 


York by his family when he was 
9 years old." 


Although this is a dogmatic 


statement .. .by the - journalist, 
I 


would assume that Lovestone was 
the source. 


Kit Clardy, of Lansing, Mich., 


an ex-congressman and lawyer, 
who served on the Committee of 


Un-American Activities and took 
a special interest in Lovestone's 
career, immediately challenged 
this statement. 


"It is my information," Mr. 
;lardy wrote, "that the records in 
the naturalization division of the 
New York Supreme Court, Bronx, 
show that a Jacob Liebste-in filed a 
declaration of intent, number 13135 
on Aug. ", 1916. I -further under- 
stand that this record shows that 
Liebstein was born at Grodno, 
Russia, on Sept. 15, 1S97. and that 
he arrived from Antwerp, Belgium, 
on the vessel Zeeland which ar- 
rived at New York on Sept. 15, 
190T. 


"A further search will disclose 


that on Nov. 2. 1918, he filed a 
petition for naturalization which 
was given No. 915181. Part of this 
petition was an affidavit showing- 
he had changed his name to Jay 
"Lovestone. Furthermore, I made 
notes concerning several others in 
the family and find that some elec- 
tion records in the county clerk's 
office in New York confirm at 
least part of the above. All the in- 
formation I have indicates that 
this article is in error." 


As soon -as possible after I re- 


turn to New York I will examine 
the records mentioned by Clardy. 


It is impossible in this situation 


to ignore the experience of Ben 
Gitlow, the original chief of the 
American Communist party, who 
had the courage to go to Sing Sing 
for his principles soon after the 
first war. Later, Gitlow really did 
abandon Communism as such and 
wage a campaign for American 
principles. Two years ago, Mr. Git- 
low told me that he appealed to 
Dave Dubinsky, for a_ny sort of job 
in his organization in which he 
could fight the Red conspiracy. He 
said Dubinsky coldly turned him 
down. He then exclaimed: "After 
a. man has done everything in his 
power to defeat Communism i3 
there nothing left for him to do 
but jump off Brooklyn bridge?" 
He said Dubinsky , said that that 
was the right answer.

Alston did not mention such 


standout stickmen as Duke Snider, 
Roy Campanella, Gil Hodge-s and 
Carl Furillo.

Henry said the first of the three 


decisive periods occurred during 
"the economic whirl of 1929 to 
1933." He said the schools made 
only partial recovery from that 
period and are still suffering some 
of the consequences. 


The second crisis came during 


World War II, Henry said. "Some 
of the deficiencies in the present 
situation may be traced to that 
period of lack of understanding of 
the place of schools in total war." 


In. another talk, Prof. Robert G. 


Bone,- assistant provost of the uni- 
versity, said, "The most urgent 
school problem is the disparity be- 
tween the number • of pupils and 
the facilities to care for them." 


Bone said, "This problem will 


become more and more acute in 
the next decade. A complete solu- 
.ion of it is not likely."

Army to Bear 
Ike's Medical, 
Hospital Bill 


WASHINGTON l.-Vi—Bccause he i 
commander in chief of the U. S 
armed forces. President Eisenhow- 
er will not have to pay any medi 
cal expenses while at the Army'.. 
Fitzsimons Hospital in Denver. 


He will, however, be billed a 


the rate of $1.10 a day for the food 
he eats while he is recuperating 
from a heart attack. Mrs. Eisen 
hower is living at the hospital fo; 
the time being and her meals, too 
will be added to the President's 
bill, but the Army said it does no 
plan to charge for the quarters 
she occupies. 


The decision on Eeisenhower's 


medical 
expenses at Fitzsimon 


was reached Tuesday by Secretary 
of the Army Wilber M. Brucker. 


The President, who was admitted 


to Uie hospital Sept. 24 resignec 
his Army commission before ac 
cepting the Republican nomina- 
tion in 1952. 


Up to Sept. 30, civilian govern- 


ment officials admitted to the hos- 
pital were charged S17 a day. On 
Oct. 1 that race rose 50 cents.
